You muſt alſo conſult your health, by not continuing 
together too late, or too long from home, after lodge 
Hours are paſt; and by avoiding of gluttony and drun- 
kennels, that your families be not n or injured, 

nor you diſabled from working. | 


6. BeHaviour towards a ſtrange BROTHER. 


You are cautiouſly to examine hitn, in ſuch a method 
as prudence ſhall direct you, that you may not be im- 
poſed on by an ignorant falſe Pretender, whom you are 
to reje& with centempt and deriſion, and beware of 
giving him any hints of knowledge: 

But if you diſcover him to be a true and genuine Bro- 
ther, you are to reſpect him accordingly ; and if he is 
in want you muſt relieve him if you can, or elſe direct 
him how he may be relieved: you muſt employ him 
ſome days, or elſe recommend him to be employed. 

But you are not charged to do beyond your ability, 

only to prefer a poor Brother, that is a gocd Man and true, 
beſore any other poor people in the ſame circumſtances, 


Fial Lv, All theſe Charges you are to obſerve, and 
aiſo thoſe that ſhall be communicated to you in azother 
ay; cultivating Brotherly Lowe, the foundation and 
Cape-ſtone, the Cement and Glory of this ancient Fra- 


ternity, "DIAS all wrangling and quarrelling, all 
wy Slan- 
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flander and backbiting. nor permitting others to flan- 
der any honeſt brother; but defending his character 
and doing him all good offices, as far as is conſiſtant 
with your Honour and Safety, and not farther, And if 
any of them do you injury, you muſt apply to your 
own or his Lodge; and from thence you may appeal 
to the Grand Lodge at the guarterly Communication, and 
from thence to the annual Grand Lodge, as has been 
the ancient and laudable conduct of our forefathers in 
every nation; never taking algal Courſe, but when the 


caſe cannot otherwiſe be decided; and patiently liſten- 


ing to the honeſt and friendly advice of Mofter and 
Fellows, when they would prevent your going to law 
with Strangers, or would excite you to put a ſpeedy pe- 
riod to all Zaw-Suits, that fo you may mind the Mair 
of Masonry with the more alacrity and ſucceſs; but 
with reſpect to Brothers or Fellows at Law, the Maſter and 
Brethren ſhall kindly offer their mediation, which ought 
to be thankfully ſubmitted to by the contending Bre- 
thren; and if that ſubmiſſion is impracticable, they 
muſt however carry on their Proceſs, or Lay: Suit, 
without wrath and rancour, (not in the common way) 
lay ing or doing nothing which may hinder Brotberiy 
Love, and good offices to be renewed and continued; 


that all may ſee the benign Iufuence of Mason Rx, as all 


true Masoxs have done from the beginning of the 
Woriz, and will do to the end of Time,

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k 8 OU are now admitted, by the unanimous conſent 
of our lodge, a fellow of our moſt ancient and 
honorable ſociety ; ancient, as having ſubſiſted from 
time immemorial, and honorable, as tending in every 
particular, to render a man ſo, that will be but con- 
formable to its glorious precepts. f 
The greateſt monarchs in all ages, as well of Aſia 
and Afric as Europe, have been encouragers of the 
royal art; and many of them have preſided as grand- 
maſters over the maſons in their reſpective dominions; 
not thinking it any deminution to their imperial dig- 
nities, to /zvel themſelves with their brethren in ma- 
ſonry, and a& as they did. WE 
The World's great Architect is our ſupreme maſter, 
and the unerring rule he has given us, is that by 
which we work. Religious diſputes are never ſuffered 
in the lodge; for as Maſons, we only perſue the uni- 
verſal religion, or the religion of nature: this is the 


cement which unites men of the moſt different princi- 
_ ples, in one moſt ſacred band; and brings together 


thoſe who were the moſt diſtant from one another. 
There are three general heads of duty. which Ma- 
ſons ought always to inculcate; viz. our duty to God, 


our neighbours, and ourſelves. 


To God, in never mentioning his name but with 
that reverential awe which becomes a creature to bear 
I 
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to his creator: and to look upon him always as the 
fummum Bonum which we came into this world to en- 
Joy ; and according to that view, to regulate ail our 


perſuits. To our neighbours, in acting upon the 


Squares, or doing as we would be done by. To our- 


ſelves, in avoiding all intemperances and exceſſes, . 
whereby we may be rendered incapable of following 


our work, or led into a behaviour unbecoming our 
laudable profeſſion; and in always keeping within 
due bounds, and free ſrom all pollution. In the ſtate, 


a Maſon is to behave as a peaceable and dutiful ſub- 


je&; conforming chearfully to the government under 
which he lives. He is to pay a due deference to his 
ſuperiors, and from his inferiors, he is rather to re- 
ceive honor with ſome reluQance, than to extort it. 


He is to be a man of benevolence and charity, not. 


fitting down contented while his fellow creatures are 
in want, and it is in his power (without prejudicing 
himſelf or family) to relie ve them. 

In the lodge he is to behave with all due decorum, 
leaſt the beauty and harmony thereof ſhould be diſ- 


* turbed and broke, He 1s to be obedient to the ma- 
ſter and preſiding .officers, and to apply himſelf cloſe- 


Iy to the buſineſs of Maſonry, that he may the ſooner 
become a proficient therein, both for his own credit, 
and for that of the lodge. He is not to neglect his own 


neceſſary avocations for the ſake of Maſonry, nor to 


involve himſelf in quarrels with thoſe, who through

ignorance, may ſpeak evil of, or redicule it. He is to 
be a lover of the arts and ſciences, and to take all op- 
portunities of improving himſelf therein. If he re- 
commends a friend to be made a Maſon, he muſt vouch 
for him to be ſuch, as he really believes will conform 
to the aforeſaid duties; leaſt by his miſconduct at 
any time, the lodge ſnould paſs under ſome evil im- 
putations. Nothing can be more ſhocking ro all 
faithful Maſons, than to ſee any of their brethren 
profane or break through the ſacred rule of their or- 
der, and ſuch as can do it, _ wiſh- had never been 


admitted.

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and theſe are filent monitors, continually intimating 


q to us, that as the ancient and honorable badge we wear has 
placed us above mankind, ſo all our duties to our hea- 
. venly Maſter, our ſellow creatures, and ourſelves, 
) ſhould be formed and contrived by the wiſdom of God's 


word; ſtrengthened and ſupported by love, truth, and cha- 
rity.; and beautified and adorned by honeſty, temperance 
and true politeneſs. All Maſons that are, or ever have 
been, were ſewn the light : and though they cannot 
| forget it, yet, alas! how fainth does it ſhine in the 
| Hearts of too many? How is its luſtre ſullied, and 
ſplendor diminiſhed, by the folly, ſtupidity, and mad- 

neſs of irreligion and impiety 7 Theſe are the perſons 

of whom St. John ſays, They went cut from us: but they 

ere not of us: for if they bad beer of us, they would no doubt 
habe continued with us but they went cut, that they might be 
made manifeſt that they were not of us, And thus it is that 

- thoſe who depart from the iger bring an evil report on 
the craft. 

TRUTH, as it is a divine attribute, ſo is it the foun- 
dation of all Maſonic virtues. It is one of our grand 
principles; for to be good men and true is part of the 
firſt great leſſon we are taught; and at the commence- 
ment of our freedom we are exhorted to be fervent and 
zealous in the perſuit of rrath and goodneſs. It is not ſuf- 
ficient that we walk in the light, unleſs we do the truth 
alſo. All hypocriſy and deceit muſt be baniſhed from 
among us; it is ſincerity and plain dealing that completes 

the Harmony of a lodge, and renders us acceptable an 

the 
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fires known, and from whom no ſecrets are hid. There 
is a charm in truth that draws and attracts the mind 


; continually toward it. The more we diſcover, the 


more we defire; and the great reward is wiſdom, vir- 
tue, and happineſs. This is an edifice founded on a 
rock, which malice cannot ſhake, or time deſtroy. 
What a ſecret ſatisfaction it is to MasoONs, when, in 
ſearching for truth, they find the rudiments of all uſeful 
kpowledge {till preſerved among us, as it has de- 
deſcended by oral tradition from the earlieſt ages! and 


to find likewiſe this truth corroborated by the teſtimo- 


nies of the beſt and greateſt men the world has pro- 
duced! But this is not all; the ſacred writings confirm 
what I aſſert; the ſublime part of our ancient myſtery 
being there to-be found; nor can any chriſtian bro- 
ther be a perfect masoNn that does not make the word 
of God his ſtudy.

Since without /ight we cannot perceive the beauty

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either: it may not be improper at this time to draw 
the character of him who walks in the light, and does the 
truth; and who, according to St. John's account, is 
worthy of the true felloxuſbip. 

As we call any building or piece of arehitecture per- 
et which hath all its parts, and is finiſhed and com- 
pleted according to the niceſt rules of art; a brother is in 

hike manner ſaid to be a good MASON who has ffudied and 
hows bimſelf, and has learned and pradtiſes the firſt and 
great leſſon of ſubduing his paſſions and his will, and tries 
io the utmoſt of his power to free himſelf from all 
vices, errors, and imperfeCtions ; not only thoſe that 
proceed from the heart, but likewiſe all other defects 
of the underſtanding which are cauſed by cuſtom, opi- 
nion, prejudice, or ſuperſtition : he who aſſerts the 
| native fedom of his mind, and ſtands faſt in the liberty 
that makes him free; whoſe ſoul is, (if one may ſo ex- 
preſs 11) univerſal, and well contratted, and who de- 
ſpiſes no man on account of his country or religion; but 
is ready at all times to convince the world, that truth, 

. brotherly love, and offer ding n are the grand principles 
on which he acts. 

His whole life will be eonformable and agreeable 
to that true light, the law cf God, which ſhines clear 
to his heart, and is the model by which he ſquares his 
judgment. In his outward behaviour he will be very 
care ful not to give private or public offence; and, as 
ſar as appears to him right, will ſtrictly 3 with 


the laws, the cuſtoms, and religious in{litutions of the 
a D country 
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country in which he reſides. To all mankind he will 
aft upon the ſquare; and do to others as he would 
have them do unto him. He will be firm and con- 
ſiſtent with himſelf, and continually in expectation 
and on his guard againſt all accidents to which this life 
is expoſed; and in particular he will, by a avell-/pext 
life, be daily preparing for death, that final period bf hu- 
man action, which ſooner or later will take us hence, 
to give a ſtrict account of our ſtewardſhip, and the im- 
provement of our talents. | 

In fine, all good masoxs ſhould be pious, prudent, 
juſt, temperate, and reſolutely virtuous, 

From what I have advanced, and from theſe our 
ancient charges, I hope it is evident to every one pre- 
ſent, that it is the duty of every mason to live ſoberly, 
righteouſly, and godly; or, according to the words of 
_ the evangeliſt, H. ſvould walZ in the light, and ds the truth. 

Continue, my brethren, to perſevere in principles 
that are difintereſted, and I doubt not but you will find 
this room which we have now opened, and dedicated 


to MASONRY, conſtantly reſorted to by the wiſe, the 


faithful, and the good. 

Let us conſider the intention of our meetings; let

T was aſſerted by Ariſtotle, © That he who bears 
« the ſhocks of fortune valiantly, and dem-ans 
« himſelf uprightly, is truly good, and of a Square 
« PosSTURE Without reproof,” 
Now he that would ſmooth himſelf into ſuch a per- 
fect sguARE POSTURE, ſhould often try himſelf by the 
perfect SQUARE of Juftice and Equity, For, Thou fbalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thy beart, with all thy mind, 
with all thy ſoul, aud with all thy ftrength; and thy nei g h- 
teur as thyſelf ; by doing to all men as aue would they ſhould . 
do unto ws. | | 
This Square, if well applied, will perfectly ſhew 
where the Gave. and ths CuIsEL ſhould be employ- 
ed, and how far their uſe is neceſlary. 
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But that we may make no miſtake in the application 


of the Square, it will be neceſſary to ſhew the nature 


of its conſtruction, and then its uſe will be eaſy.“ 

The Squars then is the theory of univerſal duty, 
and conſiſteth of two right lines, forming an angle of 
perfect ſincerity, or go degrees; the longeſt fide is the

1 AVID, king of Iſrael, through the long wars 
he had with the Canaanites, had not leiſure to 
employ his own craftſmen, or thoſe he had obtained 
from his ſteady friend and ally, King Hiram of Tyre; 
for almoſt his whole reign was one continued ſeries 
of wars, fatigues, and misfortunes. But at length, ha- 


ving taken the city of Jebus, and ſtrong hold of Zion 


from his enemies, he ſet the craft about repairing and 
embelliſhing the walls and public edifices, eſpecially 


in Zion, where he fixed his reſidence; and which was 


from him called the city of David; as alſo by him, or 


in his time, the old * obtained the name of 


Jeruſalem. 
( Year of the flood 1333. Before Chriſt 1015. * 


David, now worn down with years and infirmities, 
and drawing near his end, aſſembled the chiefs of his 


people, and acquainted them with his deſign to have 


built a magnificent repoſitory for the ark of God; 
having made great preparation for it, and laid up im- 
menſe quantities of rich materials: as alſo, plans and 
models for the different parts of the ſtructure, with 
many neceſſary regulations for its future eſtabliſhment ; 
but found it was the divine will, that this great work 
ſhould be accompliſhed by his ſon Solomon. He

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requeſted them to aſſiſt in fo laudable a work; and they 64 
were not backward to fulfil his requeſt; ſo that an 64

ordered him an yearly preſent of 20,000 meaſures of 
wheat, and 20,000 meaſures of fine oil for his houſehc1d, 
beſides the ſame quantity of barley, wheat, wine, and 
oil, which he engaged to give Hiram's maſons, who 
were to be employed in the intended work of the 
temple. Hiram was to ſend the cedars, fir, and other 
woods, upon floats to Joppa, there to be dilivered to 
whom Solomon ſhould direct, in order to be carried to 
Jeruſalem. He ſent him alſo a man of his own name, a 


title of Father; and in 2 Chron. ii. 19. is called HI RAM 
ABir. This inſpired maſter was, without queſtion, 
the moſt cunning, ſkilſul, and curious workman that 
ever hved, whoſe abilities were not confined to build- 
ing only, but extended to all kinds of work, whether 
in gold, filver, brais, or iron; whether in linen, tapeſt- 
ry, or embroidery ; whether conſidered as an arch- 
ite, ſtatuary, founder, or deſigner, ſeparately or to- 
gether, he equally excelled. From his dehgns, and 
under his direction, all the rich and ſplendid furniture

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carried on, and finiſhed. Solomon appointed him, in 
his abſence, to fill the chair, as deputy grand maſter; 
and in his preſence, ſenior grand warden, maſter of 
work, and general overſeer of all artifts, as well thoſe 
whom David had formerly procured from Tyre and 
Sidon, as thoſe Hiram ſhould now fend. The fellow- 
_ crafts were ordered to be partitioned into Lopes, of 
a certain number, with a maſter and wardens in each, 
to be tuly paid, fed, and clothed, and to take care of 
their ſucceſſion : thus a laſting foundatian was laid of 
perfect harmony, love, and friendſhip; each knew 
his peculiar bufineſs and duty, and the grand agen was 
vigorouſly purſued. The alliance between theſe wiſe 
and learned princes ended only with their lives. 

Dius the hiſtorian tells us, that the love of wifdom 
was the chief inducement to that tenderneſs of friend- 
ſhip betwixt Hiram and Solomon ; that they inter- 
changed difficult and myſtetious queſtions, and points 
of art, to be folved according to the true reaſon and 
nature of the matter in hand. Menander of Epheſus, 
who'tranſlated the Tyrian annals out of the Philiftine 
tongue into greek, alſo relates, that when any of theſe 
Propoſitions proved too hard for thoſe wiſe and learned 
princes, Abdeymonus, or Abdomenus, theTyrian, call- 
ed in the old conſtitutions, Aymon, or Hiram Abifs 
arſevered every diwice that æuas put to him, 2. Chron. ii, 14 ; 
and even challenged Solomon, though the wiſeſt prince 
on earth , with the ſubtilty of the queſtions he propoſed.

Beſides the Iſh-Sabbal, or men of burthen, the re- 
mains of the Old Canaanites, amountiug to 70,000, 
who are not numbered among maſons. 

Solomon partitioned the ſellow-crafis into certain 
lodges, with a maſter and wardens ® in each; that they 
might receive commands in a regular manner, might 

* According to the tradition of old maſons, who talk much 
of theſe things. take 
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take care of their tools and jewels, might be regularly 
paid every week, and be duly fed and clothed; &. 
and the fellow=crafts took care of their ſucceſſion by edu- 
cating: entered apprentices. Thus a ſolid foundation was 
laid of perfect harmony among the brotherhood ; the 
jodge was ſtrongly cemented with love and. friendſhip; 
every brother was taught fecrecy and prudence, mora- 
lity and good-fellowſhip;z each knew his pecular bu- 
ſineſs, and the grand d:/ign was vigorouſly purſued at a 
prodigious expenee. 

When they were all duly marſhalled, Salem 
who had been ſtill adding immenſe quantities of W 
ſilver, precious ſtones, and other rich materials, to 
thoſe which David had laid up before his death, put 
them into proper hands, to be wrought into an almoſt 
infnite variety of ornaments, The vaſt number .of 
hands employed, and the diligence, ſkill, and dex: 
terity of the maſter of work, the overſeers, and fellow- 
craſts, was ſuch, that he was able to level the foot fone 
of this vaſt ſtructure, in the fourth year of his reign, 
the third after the death of David, and the 480th after 
the children of Iſrael's paſſing the Red-ſea,

This magnificent work was begun in les Mori- 
ah, on Monday the ſccond day of the month Zif, 
which anſwers to the twenty-firſt of our april, being 
the ſecond month of the ſacred year and was carried on 


wich ſuch ann, that it Was finiſhedi in all its 
parts 
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parts in little more than ſeven years, which happened 


on the eighth day of the month Bull, which anſwers 
to the twenty-third of our October, being the feventh 
month of the facred year, and the eleventh 'of King 
Solomon. What is ſtill more aftoniſhing is, that 
every piece of it, whether timber, ſtone, or metal 
were brought ready cut, framed, and poliſhed, to 
Jeruſalem ; ſo that no other tools were wanted or heard, 
than what were neceſſary to join the ſeveral parts to. 
gether. All the noiſe of axe, hammer, and ſaw, was 
confined to Lebanon, and the quarries and plains to 
of Zeredathah : that nothing might be heard among 
the maſons of Sion, fave harmony and peace, 

The length of the temple, or holy place, from wall 
to wall, was ſixty cubits of the ſacred meaſure ; the 
breadth twenty cubits, or one third of its length; and 
the heighth thirty cubits to the upper ceiling, diſtinct 
from the porch ; ſo that the temple was twice as long 
and large every way as the tabernacle. The porch 
was 120 cubits high; its length twenty; and breadth 


ten cubits. The harmony and ſymmetry of the three 


dimenſions in the temple are very remarkable, which 
are the proportions congruous to the three great con- 
cords in muſic, which muſt be a grateſul proportion 
to the eye, as that harmony in mukic is ſo exceedingly 
raviſhing to the ear. The oracle, or moſt holy place, 
was a perfect cube of twenty cubits, thereby ſhadow- 
ing the perfection of happineſs: tlie great philoſopher 


Ariſtotle ſays, that he who bears the ſhocks of fortune 


valiantly, 
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valiantly, and demeans himſelf uprightly, 7s truly grod, 


and of a ſquare poſture, without reproof. Beſides, as the 
ſquare figure is the moſt firmin building, ſo this dimen- 
lion of the oracle was to donote the conſtancy, dura- 
tion, and perpetuity of heaven. The wall of the outer 
court, or that of the Gentiles, was 7700 feet in compaſs, 
and all the courts and appartments could contain 
300,000 people: the whole was adorned with 1453 
columns of Parian marble, twiſted, ſculptured, and 
voluted, with 2906 pilaſters, decorated with mag- 
nificent capitals, and about double that number of 
windows, beſides thoſe in the curious pavement, The 
oracle and lanctuary was lined with maſly gold, adorn- 
ed with all the embelliſhments of ſculpture, and ſet 
with numerous, moſt gorgeous, and dazzleing decora- 
tions, of diamonds, and all kinds of precious ſtones, 
No ſtructure was ever to be compared with the 


temple for its exactly proportioned and beautiful di- 


menſions, from the magnificent portico on the eaſt, to 
the glorious and venerable Sanctum Sanctorum on the 
weſt; with the numerous appartments for the kings, 
princes, ſanhedrim, prieſts, Levites, and people of 
Iſrael; and the outer court for the Gentiles, it being 


an houſe of prayer for all nations. The proſpe& of it 


highly tranſcended all that we are now capable to 
imagine, and has ever been eſteemed the. neſt piece 
of maſonry upon earth, before or ſince.

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before the conſecration of the temple, King Hiram 
came from Tyre, to take a view of that edifice, and to 
inſpect the different parts thereof, in which he was ac. 
companied by King Solomon, and the deputy grand 


maſter Hiram Abif; and, after his view thereof, de- 


clared the temple to be the utmoſt ſtretch of human 
art. Solomon here again renewed the league with 
Hiram, and made him a preſent of the ſacred ſcrip— 
tures, tranſlated into the Syriac tongue, which, it 1s 
faid, is ſtill extent among the Maronites, and other 
eaſtern Chriſtians, under the name of the old Syriac 
erfion. 

The temple of Jehovah being finiſhed, under the 
auſpices of the wile and glorious king of Ifrael, Soro— 
Mon, the prince of architecture, and the Graxy 
Masrzx Maſon of his day, the fraternity celebrated 
the cape ene with great joy: but their joy was ſoon 
interrupted by the ſudden death of their dear and 
worthy Maſter Hiram Abif; nor leſs was the concern 
of King Solomon, who, after ſome time allgwed to the 
craft to vent their ſorrow, ordered his obſequies to be 
performed with great ſolomnity and deceney, and 
buried him in the lodge near the temple, according to 
the ancient uſages among maſons; and long mourncd 
for his loſs. | 

The fame of this ard edthce ſoon prompted the 


inquiſitive of all nations to travel, and ſpend ſome 


time at Jeruſalem, and ſurvey its excellencies, as far 


as was allowed to the Gentiles; and they ſoon found,

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that the joint ſkill of all the world came infinitely 
ſhort of the Iſraelites, in the avi/dom, ſtrength, and beauty 
of their AgcurTECTURE; When the wiſe King 
SOLOMON was GRAND MaAsrER of all maſons at 
Jeruſalem, and King HI RAM“ was grand maſter of Tyre, 
and inſpired Hizam Asir had been mafter of work ; 
when true complete ma/oury was under the immediate 
care and direction of heaven; when the NosLe and 
the aviſe thought it their honor to be the aſſociates of 
the ingenious craftſmen in their well-formed /odges; 
and ſo the temple of JEHOVAH, the one true GOD, 
became the juſt wonder of all travellers, by which, as 
by the moſt perfe& pattern, they reſolved to corre& 
that of their own cauntries upon their return. 


* The tradition is, that King Hiram had been grand maſter 
of all maſons; but when the temple was finiſhed, Hiram came 
to ſurvey it before its conſecration, and to commune with & olomon 
about wiſdom and art ; and finding the great Archite of the 
ani verſe had inſpired Solomon above all mortal men, Hiram very 
readily yielded the pre-eminence to Solomon Jedidiab, the beloved 
of God. |

Origin of MasoONRY, and its e advantages. 


WY M the commencement of the world, we may 
trace the foundation of Maſonry. Ever fiance 


ſymmetry began, and harmony diſplayed her charms, 


our 
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our Order has had a being. -During many ages, and 
in many different countries, it has flouriſhed, No art, 
no ſcience preceded it. In the dark periods of an- 
tiquity, when literature was in a low ſtate, and the 
rude manners of our forefathers with-held from them 
that knowledge we now lo amply ſhare, Maſonry 
diffuſed her influence. This ſcience unveiled, arts 
inſtantly aroſe, civilizatiqn took place, and the pro- 
greſs of knowledge and philoſophy gradually diſpelled 
the gloom of ignorance and barbariſm. Government 
being ſettled, authority was given to laws, and the af. 
ſemblies of the fraternity acquired the patronage of 
the great and the good, while the tenets of the pro- 
ſeſſion were attended nnn and unbounded 


utility. | 
Abſtracting 3 the pure pleaſures which ariſe from 


A friendſhip ſo wiſely conſtituted as that which ſubſiſts 


among maſons, and which it is ſcarce poſhble that any 
circumſtance or occurrence can eraſe, we find that 
Maſonry is a ſcience confined to no particular country 
but diffuſed over the whole terreftrial globe, Where- 


ever arts flouriſh, there it flouriſhes too. Add to this, 


that by ſecret and inviolable ſigns, carefully preſerved 


among the fraternity throughout the world, Malonry 


becomes an univerſal language. By this means, many 
advantages are gained: The diſtant Chineſe, the wild 
Arab, or the American ſavage, will embrace a brother 


' Briton; and he will know, that beſide the common 


ties of humanity, there 1s full a Aron obligation to 
engage 
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engage him to kind and friendly actions. The ſpirit 
of the fulminating prieſt will be tamed; and a moral 
brother, though of a different perſuaſion, engage his 
eſteem, Thus Maſonry is reconcilable to the beſt 
policy, as all thoſe diſputes which embitter life, and 
ſour the tempers of men, are avoided; while the com- 
mon good, the general deſign of the craft, is zealouſly 


pur ſued. 


Hence the univerſal utility of our Syſtem is ſuffici- 
ently obvious. Men of the moſt oppoſite religions, 
of the moſt diſtant countries, and of the moſt con- 
tradictory opinions, are united in one indiſſoluble bond 
of unfeigned affection, and are bound, by the ſtrongeſt 
ties, to the practice of ſecrecy, morality, and virtue, 
In every nation a Maſon may find a friend, in 9 
climate he may find a home. |

NE of the principal parts that makes a man be 
\Z deemed wile, is his intelligent ſtrength and abi- 
lity to cover and conceal ſuch honeſt sr.cRETS as are 


committed to him, as well as his own ſerious affairs, 


And whoever will peruſe ſacred and profane hiſtory, 
ſhall find a great number of virtuous attempts (in peace 


and war) that never reached their deſigned ends, thro” 


defe@t 
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defect of ſecret concealment; and yet, beſides ſuch 
unhappy prevention, infinite evils have thereby en- 
ſued. But before all other examples, let us conſider 
that which excells all the reſt derived ever from God 
himſelf. Who ſo eſpecially preſerves his own ſecrets 
to himſelf, never letting any man know what ſhould 
happen on the morrow ; nor could the wiſe men in 
ages paſt, divine what ſhould befal us in this age: 


Whereby we may readily diſcern that God himſelf is 


well pleaſed with Secrecy, And altho' ( for man's 
good ) the Lord has been pleaſed to reveal ſome things, 
yet it is impoſſible at any time to change or alter his 
determination, in regard whereof the reverend wiſe 
men of ancient times, eyermore affected to perform 
their intentions ſecretly, 

The Athenians had a ſtatue of braſs, which they bow- 
ed to; the figure was made without a tongue, to de- 


clare ſecrecy thereby. 
The ſervants of Plancus are much commended, be- 


cauſe no torment could make them confeſs the ſecret 
which their maſter intruſted them with. 

Likewiſe the ſervant of Cato the orator was cruelly 
tormented, but nothing could make him reveal the 
ſecrets of his maſter. . 

Ariſtothe was demanded what thing appeared moſt 
difficult to him; he anſwered, to be ſecret and filent. 

To this purpoſe St. Ambroſe, in his offices, placed 
among the principal foundations of virtue, the pati- 


ent gift of ſilence, 
The 
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The wiſe king Solomon ſays in his proverbs, that a 
a king ought not to drink wine, becauſe drunkenneſs 
is an enemy to ſecrecy ; and in his opinion, he 1s not 
worthy to reign that cannot keep his own ſecrets; he 
furthermore ſays, that he which diſcovers ſecrets is a 
traitor, and he which conceals them is a faithful bro- 
ther: He likewiſe ſays, that he that refraineth his 
tongue, keeps his ſoul. 
Therefore I am of opinion, that if ſecrecy and ſi- 

lence be duly conlidered, they will be found moſt 
neceſſary to qualify a man for any buſineſs of impor- 
tance: If this be granted, I am confident that no man 
will dare to diſpute that Free Maſons are ſuperior to 
all other men, in concealing their ſecrets, from time 
immemorial; which the power of gold that often has 
betrayed kings and princes, and ſometimes overturned 
whole empires, nor the moſt cruel puniſhments could 
never extort the ſecret (even) from the weakeſt mem- 
ber of the whole fraternity,

The Government of the FRATERNITY explained. 


F 3 HE mode of government obſerved by the frater- 
nity, will beſt explain the importance of Maſon- 
ry, and give a true idea of its nature and deſign. 
Three claſſes art generally received, under different 
appellations. The privileges of each are diſtinct, and . 


particular means are ' adopted to preſerve thoſe privi- 
| _ on 
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leges to the juſt and meritorious. Honor and probity 
are recommendations to the firſt claſs; in which the 
practice of virtue is enforced, and the duties of mora- 
lity inculcated, while the mind 1s prepared for ſocial 
converſe, and a regular proceſs in the principles of 
knowledge and philoſophy. Diligence, aſſiduity, and 
application, are qualifications for the ſecond claſs; in 
which an accurate elucidation of ſcience, both in the- 
ory and practice, is given; human reaſon is cultivated 
by a due exertion of our rational and intellectual powers 
and faculties; nice and difficult theories are explained, 
freſh diſcoveries are produced, and thoſe already known 
are beautifully embelliſhed. The third claſs is con- 
| fined to the ſelected few, whom truth and fidelity have 
diſtinguiſhed, whom years and experience have im- 
proved, and whom merit and abilities have entitled to 
preferment, With them the ancient landmarks of the 
Order are preſerved ; and from them we may learn and 
praiſe thoſe neceſſary and inſtructive leſſons which 
at once dignify the Art, and qualify its profeſſors to 
convince the uninſtructed of its excellence and 


utility. 


This is the eſtabliſhed mode of our government when 


we att in conformity to our rules: hence true friend- 
ſhip is cultivated between different ranks and degrees 
of men, hoſpitalitity is promoted, induſtry rewarded, 
and ingenuity encouraged,
